On October 15, 2006 at approximately 2245 hours, the Compton OSS team 
executed a search warrant M Spring Avenue, Compton to arrest Suspect 
Jimenez for a parolee at large warrant.

The deputies began to pry open the outer securi door to 
he house. At that time, a female resident, later identified и": 
ind the suspect, opened the inner door. 


c the deputies Suspect Jimenez was home and that he coming to 
the door. She was then pushed out the door by Suspect Jimenez and he then 
slammed the inner door shut. As he did so, Deputy Torres kicked the door to prevent 
it from closing, but his foot kicked out the bottom right panel of the door and the 
remainder of the door closed. After he pulled his foot from the door, Deputy 
Risiglione kicked the door and it was forced open. 


As the door opened Suspect Jimenez fired 10 - 13 rounds from an Intratec 9mm 
pistol through the wall at the deputies. As the deputies began to retreat from the 
location, Deputy Clark stepped on the ram he dropped when the gunfire began, and 
fell down. Deputies Torres and Carillo also fell down as Suspect Jimenez fired at 
them. 


Deputies grabbed Ms En Deputy Clark and en to retreat. While 


making their retreat from the door, Deputies Risiglione an hought 
Deputis Clark, Carrillo, and Torres had been shot and that Suspect Jimenez would 
continue to shoot more deputies. Fearing for their lives, Deputy Risiglione fired two 
rounds from his 9mm Beretta and Depu ired three rounds from his H&K 
45 caliber pistol at Suspect Jimenez. The team retreated to a predesignated rally 
point, contained the location, and SEB was contacted and responded. Ultimately, 
personnel from SEB made entry into the location and Suspect Jimenez was taken 
into custody.

After his arrest, Suspect Jimenez was transported to Saint Francis Hospital where 
he was treated for lacerations and abrasions to his face, which he sustained when 
the bathroom door struck him. These injuries were sustained when personnel from 
SEB breached the bathroom door with detonation cord. Suspect Jimenez was not 
struck by gunfire during the shooting incident. He was approved for booking and 
transported to Century Regional Detention Facility. 


Deputy Clark was transported to Saint Francis Hospital where he was treated and 
released for a minor back injury. 


On February 22, 2207 the Executive Force Review Committee convened and 
conducted a review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that 
were evaluated by the committee were: MMP $$ 3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3- 
01/025.30, Use of Firearms and Deadly Force; 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force;

INVOLVED DEPUTY (S) STATEMENTS: 


Deputy Robert Risiglione, MEM was interviewed by Sergeants Jack Ramirez and 
Dave Stunson of Internal Affairs Bureau on November 28, 2006. These interviews are 
summarized as follows: 


Deputy Risiglione said he and other members of the Compton O.S.S. team were 
serving a search warrant at the location. He said they had an arrest warrant for Jesus 
Jimenez. He said Deputy Benjamin Torres, assigned to the number one position, 
knocked on the security door of the location and announced that they were the Sheriff's 
Department and they had a search warrant for the location. Deputy Risiglione, 
assigned to the number two position, said he could hear a female voice coming from 


inside, later determined to be the 5.500 ААА The female was 
telling someone by the name of Jessie, Suspect Jimenez, to let them in, just let them in. 


Deputy Risiglione said Moments after that a female came to the front door and opened 
the metal security door for them. She was suddenly pushed outside the door and the 
wooden door closed behind her. 
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He said Deputy Torres attempted to kick the wooden front door but was only able to 
kick out a wooden panel of the door. Deputy Risiglione said he then came forward and 
kicked the front door open, this would allow the team to make entry. As he kicked the 
door open, he stepped back and directed Suspect Jesus Jimenez to come outside. 
Suddenly he heard 10-12 gun shots coming from the inside of the house. He said he 
could see muzzle flash coming from inside of the residence as the suspect fired his 
weapon. Deputy Risiglione said he immediately dropped down and took cover to the 
west side of the wooden door. He said he could see Suspect Jimenez firing his gun 
from inside of the location. 


Deputy Risiglione said he saw Deputies Torres and Clark go down to the ground. He 
said he thought that they had been shot. He said there was debris flying all over the 
place from the suspects rounds striking the front wooden door. Fearing for his life and 
the lives of his team members, he fired two rounds from his Department issued .9mm 
Beretta pistol. As he fired at the suspect, the suspect stopped firing his weapon. When 
the suspect stopped firing his weapon, he retreated back to the designated rally point. 


Deputy Risiglione said Sergeant Thompson kept a cover position in the event the 
suspect decided to engage them again. He said as he was responding to the rally 
point, he heard three more gun shots. He was unable to say who had fired those three 
gun shots.

Supplementary report documenting his actions and observations, 
under the file #006-17761-2821-055. Deputy Torres conducted a 
briefing at the Compton Station prior to the service of the 

search warrant. He assigned tactical positions for each deputy 
involved in the operation. During this briefing, personnel 

discussed in the event the location went hot, where the 

designated rally point would be. In this case it was the driveway 

of the location S/W portion of the building. Deputy Carrillo was 
assigned to the hot radio, he was to request assistance on the 

working frequency dispatch 9, other members of the team were on a 
tactical frequency which allowed them to communicate between team 
members. It was also discussed that if a team member went down, 
members behind that individual would come forward and rescue 

that man. Members in front would lay down cover fire to keep the 
suspect (s) at bay. The injured Deputy would be taken to the rally 
point and then transported to the designated hospital. They would 
then contain the location, pending the arrival of SEB. All tactical issues 
were discussed and understood prior to the service of the search warrant.

Dep. aid he was assigned to assist Ш 2 1Ш the 
service of a search warrant at the location. He said he was assigned to the number six 


or seven position on the entry team. His primary function was prisoner security. 


He said Deputy Torres did the knock and notice and he took a position at the southwest 
corner of the building. He said he saw deputy Torres talking to a female, later identified 
as the suspect MN He said suddenly the female came outside and the front door 
slammed behind her. He saw Deputy Risiglione kick the front door with his foot. As 
Deputy Risiglione kicked the door, he heard 10-13 rounds being fired and saw muzzle 
flash coming from inside of the location. Dep. aic he could see debris 
coming from the frame of the front door. 


pom Z his attention was drawn toward Deputy Al Carrillo, who was 
standing to the right of the front door. He said suddenly Deputy Carrillo fell backwards 
and he believed that Deputy Carrillo had been shot. He said he made an approach to 
the team in an effort to rescue them and to pull Carrillo out. He said as he began to 
approach the team, it appeared as if the team had regrouped and they started to flee to 
his right for a position of cover. 


ЭР7 ic he decided to go to his left beca heir backs were 
exposed as they retreated to a position of cover. у ы he fired three 
rounds into the doorway in order to keep the suspect at bay. He said he was in fear for 
his and his teams safety and that is why he fired those rounds. He said he knew there 
was no cross fire because the team was out of the way and they were safe, they had 
passed him to his right side and responded to the driveway which was the rally point. 
Deputy M Nic the sole purpose of him firing his weapon was to lay down 
cover fire and to keep the suspect at bay while his team members were going to safety. 
He said it was controlled fire. 


Deputy го after he fired the three rounds, he moved to his left next to 
Sergeant Thompson where they were in a position of cover. He said Sergeant 
Thompson gave the order to put out 10-33 and to set up a containment. Minutes later 
assisting units responded and he was relieved of his position. He immediately advised 
Sergeant Thompson that he had fired his weapon. He was then transported to 
Compton Station.

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SUSPECT STATEMENTS: 


On October 17, 2006, Sergeant Jack Ramirez of the Internal Affairs Bureau 
interviewed Suspect Jimenez at the Twin Towers Jail Facility. 


Suspect Jesus Ji aid he was at home when the deputies were trying to come 
inside. He said hi as opening the door and they snatched her. Suspect 
Jimenez said he closed the door behind D cause he had a gun inside of the 
house. He said a friend of his dropped off the gun on Friday and said he would return 
for itlater. He described the gun as being a Tech 9mm pistol. 


Suspect Jimenez said as the deputies attempted to come inside of his house, he ran 
and got the gun from the drawer located in the living room. He said it was wrapped 
inside of a towel. As he grabbed it, it fell to the ground and accidentally went off. He 
said it went off more than once. He denied ever shooting at the deputies. 


Suspect Jimenez said he heard gun shots so he got down on the floor. He said he was 
waiting for them to come inside of the house. He said he hid in the bathroom and fell 
asleep. Suspect Jimenez said he thought about throwing the gun outside of the 
bathroom window because he is on parole. He said he had been using 
Methamphetamine and recognizes that he has a drug problem. He said he had told his 

EN get out of the house prior to the shooting. He concluded by saying he was 
inside of the bathroom when the deputies came inside of his house and arrested him. 
Suspect Jimenez admitted to being a member of the South Gate Players and his 
moniker is Casper. | saw he had burns on his face, right bicep and shoulder. 


EMPLOYEE WITNESS STATEMENTS: 


Deputy Benjamin Torres, Р on October 15, 2006, he and members of the 
Compton O.S.S. team were serving a search warrant at the location. He said he was 
assigned to the number one position on the entry team. As the team approached the 
security screen door, he noticed that it was locked. He began to knock on the door and 
identify themselves as the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department and advised that 
they had a search warrant for the location. 


Deputy Torres said he could hear a females voice yelling "Jesus, the police are here, 


just let them in". Deputy Torres said he knocked two more times and the female 
repeated "Jesus, the police are here, just let them in". Deputy Torres said he could 


hear foot steps running around inside of the location. At this point the suspect's 
EES started yelling "Ok, I'm going to open the door". As she 
unlocked the wooden door, they could see her. 
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As ШШ Шу, the security metal screen door, he could see a male 
Hispanic standing behind her. The male pushed Ms. ut of the location with 
his hand and slammed the wooden door shut. As the male pushed кеін” оғ 
the residence, she went down the front steps. Deputy Torres said he simultaneously 
attempted to kick the wooden door open. He kicked the lower right door panel causing 
itto break inward. He said he could see a male Hispanic standing directly behind the 
door. He said Deputy Risiglione approached and kicked the door handle portion of the 
door causing the door to open. 


Deputy Torres said at this point, he could see the suspect's mid waist area. Deputy 
Torres said he saw muzzle flash and heard what he recognized as approximately 10 
gun shots being fired from inside of the location toward their direction. Deputy Torres 
said the front door was closed at this point and the suspect was firing through the door. 
He said he could see muzzle flash as the suspect began to retreat east toward the 
hallway. Deputy Torres said he saw Deputy Clark fall down and thought he had been 
shot. Atthis point Deputy Carrillo approached, pulled on the back of Deputy Torres's 
bullet proof vest, and pulled him back out of the line of gun fire. 


Deputy Torres said he fell off the front step and onto the ground. He said he continued 
to hear gun fire coming from inside of the residence. He said he also heard gun shots 
from outside but could not say who had fired those shots. Deputy Torres said he low 
crawled to the rally point at the end of the driveway. They locked the location down and 
Deputy Carrillo got on his radio and advised 998. He said Sergeant Thompson, 
Deputies Duncan ET — -o the location down and the entry team was able 
to move to the rally point. SEB arrived and took the suspect into custody.

Deputy Albert Carrillo, г: he and other members of the Compton O.S.S. 
team were preparing to serve a search warrant at the location. He was assigned as the 
pick man, in the number three position. He said Deputy Torres did the knock and 
notice. He said he prepared to set the pick when he heard a female voice from inside 
of the location say that she would open the door. He said he put the pick down and the 
female opened the door very slowly. He said the female opened the door anda 
moment later it appeared as if she was pushed out of the door. As the female was 
pushed out, the door slammed closed behind her. 


He said Deputy Torres began to kick the door with his foot and he broke out a portion of 
the door. He said someone else kicked the door next to the door handle and the door 
opened. He could see the door did not completely open and it appeared as if 
something was impeding it. Deputy Carrillo said he began to push on the door in order 
to make sure the suspect was not behind it. 
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He said Deputy Torres was positioned to his left and he looked to his right which was 
the hallway of the location. He said he heard what he recognized as 5 to 6 gun shots 
being fired at them from inside of the location. 


He said he was able to grab Deputy Torres from behind and pulled him back out of the 
line of gun fire. Deputy Carrillo said he stumbled and then squatted against the wall of 
the location out of the line of fire. He said he saw Deputy Torres fall to the ground and 
was not sure if he had been shot by the suspect. He said he knew the shots were 
coming from inside of the location. He said as he squatted, he saw fragments of white 
powder dust come thru the metal screen door just to his left. He said some white dust 
came thru the wall just to his left. Deputy Carrillo said he got up and went to the south 
portion of the driveway. He said he did not see any of the entry team members return 
fire. He said he remembers everyone on the team asking each other if anyone had 
been hit by the gun fire.

Deputy John Clark, EN. he was assigned as the number four man on the 
entry team. He was responsible for using the ram in the event they would have to make 
forced entry into the location. 


He said he heard Deputy Torres give knock and notice for the warrant. He said some 
time had elapsed and they were getting ready to ram the front door when an older lady 
said "I am opening it, | am opening it.” He said the lady stepped outside then he saw a 
hand slam the door shut behind the lady. Deputy Clark said Sergeant Thompson gave 
the order to ram the door. He holstered his weapon and picked up the ram. He said he 
had the ram back ready to strike the door when gun shots were fired. He said he heard 
two more gun shots followed by other gun shots. Deputy Clark said he did not have 
much cover by the threshold so he dropped the ram and turned to take cover. As he 
turned he stepped on the ram causing him to fall onto the ground. 


Deputy Clark said he was able to grab the ram and walk out of there. He responded to 
rally point. He said he scraped up his right knee and injured his back. He said as he 
was attempting to get to the rally point gun shots were still being fired. He said as he 
got to the driveway, Deputy Duncan asked him if he was ok. He said other members of 
the team also asked him if he was ok. Sergeant Thompson told him to put out 10-33 
which he did. Deputy Clark said his back started to hurt him, so he told Deputy Carrillo 
to get him out of there because he did not want to hinder the team in anyway. Deputy 
Carrillo took him to the street and had him take off his vest to confirm that he had not 
been shot. He said a patrol unit transported him to the Hospital so he could be 
examined. He said he never saw anyone from his team return fire. He concluded by 
saying Sergeant Thompson kept his composure during this entire incident. 
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Sergeant Greg Thompson, E 50 they were serving a search warrant at the 
location for an evading investigation. He said the entry team was comprised of the 


following personnel and their assigned positions. Deputy Torres was #1, Risiglione was 
#2, Thompson was #3, Carrillo was #4, Clark was #5, Duncan was #6 ano 


was #7. Deputy Ron Navarrette and Parole Officer Im rear 


containment. 


He said he took a cover position just west of the front door next to the converted 
garage. This allowed him the best position to cover other members of his team in the 
event the location went hot. He said Deputy Torres gave the knock and notice. After a 
few moments, he could see that Torres was having a conversgli ith someone but he 
could not hear because of his position. He said the ото lll 207 to the door 
and unlocked the security door. Suddenly she was pushed out of the doorway and the 
wooden door slammed shut behind her. 


Deputies removed the female from the doorway and took her to safety. He said Deputy 
Torres kicked the front door and broke a wooden panel. Sergeant Thompson said he 
could see light coming from inside of the location and he could see some movement. 
He said Deputy Risiglione moved up and kicked the door open. 


He said Risiglione was yelling out for the suspect to come out. Thompson said 
suddenly he heard 10-12 gun shots coming from inside of the location. He 
remembered the shots being well spaced apart. Sergeant Thompson said when the 
suspect stopped shooting, Deputy Risiglione fired two rounds into the location. He said 
he saw Deputy Clark on the ground to the west side of Deputy Carrillo on 
the ground to the eastside of the door. He said Deputy oved up and took 


a position next to him. He said as Deputy Risiglione, Clark, Torres and Carrillo started 
to move out to the rally point, Depu moved forward and gave cover fire as 
the team retreated. Deputy fired three rounds into the doorway of the 


location. Sergeant Thompson said he yelled for the suspect to come out but got no 
response. He said he directed Deputy Carrillo to put out 10-33. Assisting units arrived 
and he was relived of his position. Sergeant Thompson concluded by saying no one on 
the team panicked and the deputies controlled their gun fire.

Deputy John Duncan, го he was assigned to the number six position 
during the service of the search warrant. His version of the incident was consistent to 
the other team members versions in regard to the approach and the initial contact with 
the suspect's ЕЙ He heard 7-10 gun shots being fired at the entry team. He said 
he saw Deputy Clark fall down and thought he had been shot. Deputy Duncan said he 
yelled out "Deputy down". 
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He said other team members went to Clark and Torres's aid. He said Deputy Risiglione 
fired 2 rounds. He said when Deputy Risiglione fired into the location, i 

team to start moving out toward the rally point. He said he saw Deputy fire 
at least 2 rounds into the location. He said when ИШ... һїз арргоасһ апа 
fired into the location, that allowed the team to pull out and respond to the rally point. 
Deputy Duncan said they contained the location and requested assistance. SEB 
responded and took over the scene.

Vinos RR 2: interyiewed by Sergeant Jack Ramirez on October 19, 
2006, at 0830 hours. She said по Dd and her were at her residence when she 


heard the police banging on her front door. She said they were saying “Sberiff's 
Department, we have a search warrant, come out” jd she told һе essie 
to open the door and for them to go outside. Ms. aid Jessie told her he was 


not going to go outside. 


сил Jessie to let her go outside and talk to the deputies. Jessie 
responded by saying, "Ok, but | am not going outside." She said she told Jessie she 
was going to tell the deputies he was inside of the house. She said she unlocked the 
door and went outside. After that, she said Jessie just start: ing. She said she 
does not know why Jessie would shoot at the deputies. "MM she knew 
Jessie had the gun for at least two days prior to the shooting. She said she did not 
know where he had hid it inside of the house. She said she had told him she did not 
want the gun in her house. She said Jessie was in a high speed chase the weekend 
before and that he was driving her car. She said Jessie had a drug problem but could 
not understand why he shot at the deputies. She concluded by saying Jessie has been 
living with her for the past six weeks.
